Hope To Restrain River in the 
Lovisiana District, 


Crisis at the Hymelia Crevasse Will 
Come in the Next 24 Hours—No 
Depressing News Received 
from Any Point To- 
day. 


New Orleans, April 1.—The crisis at the 
Hymelia crevasse will come in the next 
twenty-four hours with the joining of 
the ends of the two wings of cribbing 
now steadily approaching each other. All 
day long the work went forward without 
mishap. Firm bottom for the stakes has 
been found in the batture and the laborers 
are working in water now not over 8 
feet deep. Sacking to strengthen the 
cribbing {s in progress and is reducing 
the volume of discharge into the country 
back of the broken levee. Naturally as 
the extension of the cribbing narrows the 
body of water its current increases and 
adds to the pressure upon the ends of the 
erib work. but there was an altogether 
hopeful feeling prevailing as night fell 
that tomarrow would witness the passing 
of ‘the most critical stage of the task, 
though it will take perhaps a week to 
make the work perfectly secure. 

The prospect of success has had the 
effect of largely adding to the number 
of hands available for duty in filiing sacks 
and driving scantling. lanters as far 
away~as the La Fourche are shipping men 
to the scene, and Senator Brady said to- 
night that it was likely that all the help 
that could be employed would be within 
call from now to the end of the undertak- 
Inx. 

The Southern Pacific. which has not 
heretofore taken a hand, today sent 4 
large force of experienced crevasse fight- 
rs to aid jn the struggle, and pile drivers 
wern supplied from the city. The water 
covering the plantations in the vicinity 
of the break was reported to have fallen 
several inches, indicating that the crib- 
bing and sacking had materially reduced 
the flow through the break.

Even if the effort 
fails there is still ample time in which 
to throw up -these ‘temporary embpank- 
ments before back water appears.

President Leaves Washiagton on 
Long Trip Under Favorable 
Auspices, =” 


MANY PRECAUTIONS. 
TAKEN FOR HIS. SAFETY 


Large Crowd Saw the President 
Leave and He Was Greeted by 
Crowds at the Various 
Stops Along the 
Route. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 1.—President Roose- 
velt viewed the scenery around the fa- 
mcus Horseshoe curve this afternoon from 
a seat in the cab of a locomotive at- 
tached to his special train, and after a 
ride of about 50 miles expressed himeelf 
as delighted with the experience. When 
his special train reached Altoona, at 4:50 
p. m., the president alighted from his car 
and walked rapidly to the front of the 
train. Two locomotives were coupled to 
it ready to pull the heavy cars over the 
Allegheny mountains and the president 
shook hands with the crew of each. He 
then climbed into the cab of the rear loco- 
motive. In the cab with him were Sec- 
retary Loeb, Trainmaster A. Keiser, Spe- 
cial Engineer Robert McLaren, the regu- 
lar engineer, H. T. McCormick, and Fire- 
man H. W, Hunter. 

As he took his seat the president re- 
marked: “Being a member of the Broth- 
erheod of Locomotive Firemen, I think 
I ought to take my turn at feeding the 
furnace,” but he did not shovel coal. 
When Galitzen, the crest of the moun- 
tain, was reached, the front locomotive 
was detached from the train and the run 
to Seward was made with. one locomo- 
tive. 

At Seward the president descended from 
his seat, and after shaking hands with 
the engineers And firemen, went back to 
his car, rather dusty and grimy.

“The prosperity in which you of this 
state, you of this city, 
antly. shared must come primarily from 
two sources, the individual skill and effi- 
ciency of the individual man, capitalist 
or wage worker, working for himself as 
a foundation, and with it, the superstruc- 
t@re of the men who work.not merely for 
themselves, but for one another. 

“The president of the senate was kind 
enough to speak of what has been done 
for the wage worker, and therefore for 
the’ citizens as a whole in this state. I 
g0o.away from Washington with a light 
heart, largely because of the admirable 
work done by the gentlemen on the an- 
thracite ‘strike commission. And surely 
no publication by any association design- 
ed. purely to teach a moral. lesson to our 
people can be better wort hscanning and 
learning than the document containing 
the conclusions of those men, and if as 
a peopl we will take to heart the les- 
sons taught therein, it will be the better 
for all. of us.

The only representative of the diplo- 
matic corps who went to the railway 
station this morning to wish President 
Roose: elt godspeed on his journey which 
will keep him away from the national 
capital the next six weeks was Baron 
von Sternberg: Thete was a large crowd 
present, including a number of: promi- 
nent officials. Several members of the 
cabinet were with the president in his car 
when Baron von Sternberg entered unan- 
nounced. President Roosevelt saw him at 
once, and, jumping forward with his usual 
enthusiasm, grasped the baron’s hand 
and exclaimed: ‘‘Why, Speckie, what are 
you doing here? Come to see me off? 
Why, that’s perfectly lovely?” 

Then when the baron had expressed the 
hope that the presidential trip would be a 
pleasant one, the president asked. “Are 
you going to be here when I get back?’ 
An affirmative reply brought the response: 
“Then we'il have some more bully rides 
By the way. where are your 
horses?’ Sternberg said they were still 
in India. 

“Then you shall ride mine,” replied the 
president. ‘I want you to ride them all 
the time while I am away. ‘Promise me" 
you will, My horses and Mts. ‘Roose- 
velt’s will be in the stable here during 
our absence and I want you to use them. 
You,” turning to his sister, Mrs. Cowles, 
“are to see that my horses are at the 
disposal of Baron Sterjberg during my

Former Senator Filatiy Asserts 
Roosevelt Gave Him No Patron- 
age and Helped To Defeat 
Him Because.

Washington, April 1,—(Special.)—Ex- 
Senator Simon, republican, of Oregon, 
makes the astounding @harge in a public 
interview that President Roosevelt dis- 
criminated against him in matters of 
Oregon patronage because of hi# religion. 

Senator Simon declafes that the only 
other case in which "President Roose- 
velt interfefed directly, conspiring to the 
defeat of a republican, was that of Sen- 
ator Smoot, the newly elected senator 
from Utah. He was opposed because of 
nis religion. Senator Simon places his 
own case on’a par with that of*Senator 
Smoot and in effect charges that be- 
cause he is a Hebrew President Roose- 
velt not only discriminated against him 
in matters of patronage, but assisted in 
his defeat. 

- Senator Simon's: Interview, which has 
been telegraphed east from Portland, has 
created a sensation in Washington polit- 
1cal cireles. His statement was brought 
out primarily by @ controversy over an 
‘Oregon appointment. According to Sen- 
ator Simon, he hag in writing the presi- 
dent's promise that he would appoint one 
of Senator Simon's’ frien@s; G. A. Steel, 
to the land office in on. The prom- 
ise was not kept. The president now an- 
nounces that he will appoint A. 8. Drea- 
ser, an enemy of Simon's « ©

' With the merits of*the particular case 
under consideration. Washington ig not 
much interested. With Senator Simon’s 
open charge ef bad faith on the part of 
the president, and particularly with that 
portion of- his interview in which he 
makes, reference to the’ matter of re- 
ligious faith, the politicians are, however, 
naving ‘much to do. 

*T now hold President Roosevelt’s un- 
fulfilled pledge,’’ says Senator Simon. “I 
am not surprised, for I learned long since 
that Roosevelt promises are like pice 
crust."’ Continuing, he says: 

‘“Ever gsinee Roosevelt succeeded to 
the presiaency I occupied a unique posi- 
tion in the senate. 1 was the only re- 
publican senator whose recommendations 
for office were uniformly and contempt- 
uously ignored by the president, and the 
only senator, with the exception ot Sen- 
ator Smoot, against whose reelection any 
republican president has.ever deemed it 
proper to lend,aid, directly or indirectly. 
it is true, I received fair promises, yet 
not a single one has been redeemed by 
the president. On the contrary, many of 
my bitterest foés have, against my earn- 
est protest, been appointed to office, and 
a reward for ef- 


forts made to prevent my return to the 
senate.’’ 


This .much of his falk has no great sig- 
nificance, unles it may have a bearing 
on politics in Oregon, where Senator Si- 
mon is the récognized leader of one of 
the strong factions in the republican 
party. Further on, however, Senator Si- 
mon gives utterance to sentiments which 
are, to say the least, interesting and pe- 
cullar. 

Open Charge Against Roosevelt. 


“It is weil understood that the opposi- 
tion of the president to Senator Smoot’s 
election was because of his relations to 
the Mormon church,”’ says Senator Simon. 
“But. why the president has been un- 
friendly. to my return to the senate is not 
at all clear to me. I do not wish to be- 
lieve that he entertains the view that 
one of ‘my religious faith has no place 
in the senate of the United States, that 
ai Jéw.has no part in the government of 
this country: yet I cannot otherwise ac- 
count for the treatment accorded me. I 
do not doubt that the president wil] viz- 
orously dehy this; but the facts gained 
during: my six years in the senate force 
me inevitably to.this conclusion.’’ 


This wholesale indictment of President 
Roosevelt has created a sensation here. 
This is a family row, for both men are 
republicans, but there is a possibility of 
its having more than a merely local ef- 
fect. 

Simon Well Known Nationally. 

Sehator Simon is the first man of his 
faith to hold a seat in the United States 
senate. The fact that’ ‘he was’ chosen 
to this high office was regarded by many 
members of his faith a matter of con- 
gratulation, both outside of Oregon as 
well as in that state. He is recognized 
as one of the foremost Hebrews ‘of the 
United States, as a man of the highest 
integrity and the finest ability. His fail- 
ure to reelection by a republican legisla- 
ture he charges in part to President 
Roosevelt 

During the latter part of his services 
in the senate he made no secret of his 
disgust with the way he hé@d been treated, 
and because of this he said he was giad 
to get out of Washington life. He has 
been, and probably still is, a man of great 
influence in the republican party of Ore- 
gon.. He has been a resident of Portland 
since he was six yéars old and has been 
particularly active in republican politics. 
He was at the head of the republican 
state committee for 4 number of years, 
was a dalegate to the national conven- 
tions of 1892 and: 1900, s@rved six terms 
in the senate of the state of Oregon and 
was president of the senate at the sessions

Mrs. Seeskind and Mrs. Weis Accost- 
ed on a Lonely Road and Their 
Money Taken—Mrs. Sees- 
kind Saves Valuable 
Jewels. 


Savannah, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—Two 
of the handsomest women in Savannah 
were the victims of negro highwaymen 


driving on a lonely road, and the high- 
waymen forced them to deliver up their 
money. 

The ladies were Mrs. W. B. Seeskind, 
wife of the managcr of the Savannah 
theater, and Mrs. David Wels, her sis- 
ter in law. wife of the manager of & 
theater in Brooklyn. Mrs. Weis is bat 
17 years old. and is a beautiful bionde, 
while Mrs. Seeskind is a brunette beauty. 

The ladies sought to reach the Hermi- 
tage, the famous ante bellum pianta- 
tion, 4 miles from the city. Being i- 
norant of the road, they asked it of a 
negro who was driving a mule. He an- 
swered for them to drive in front of 
him and he would call to them when 
to turn. They drove on a distance. When 
he called on them to turn they did so, 
but found after a time that they weré 
way to the Hermitage. They looked 
Just then. however, four negroes sprang 
from the underbrush and one caught 
their horse’s bridle. Mrs. Seeskind was 
brave enough to threaten the men witn 


them. One of the negroes laughed at 
her threats and demanded their money. 

“If we give you our money will you 
then leave?’’ Mrs. Seeskind asked. 

“Yes,” the negroes answered. 

“You promise to leave us alone?” asked 
Mrs. Weis, who was in tears. 

The promise was given and the ladies 
gave all thev had. Mrs. Seeskind pro- 
duced a $10 bill and Mrs. Weis 15 cents 
and two 2-cent postage stamps.

MANY NEW BANKS ORGANIZED 


Since the Passage of the Law of 
March 14, 1900. 
Washington, April 1.--The following 
statement in relation to the organization 


‘of national banks since the passage of 


the act of March 14, 1900, has been issucd 
from the office of the comptroller of the 


currency: 

“At the close of March, 1903, the law in 
relation to the organization of banks with 
minimum capital of $25,000 has been in 
operation three years and seventeen days. 
During that period there have been added 
to the national banking system 1,442 as- 
sociations with aggregate capital stock 
of $86,125,500. The additions to the system 
by conversions of state banks and re- 
organizations of state or private banks 
were 179 and 443, respectively, the capital 
of the converted banks amounting to $12,- 
226,000 and of the reorganized associations 
$29,740,000. The banks organized during 
the period in question deposited as se- 
curity for circulation bonds to the amount 
of only $20,475,500, or a fraction Jess than 
24 per cent of the capital. During the 
month (March) fifty-six national banks 
were organized with capital stock of §$2,- 
170,000 and bond deposit of $642,550. On 
the number of national 
tanks was 4,869 and their authorized cap- 
‘The amount of 
bonds on deposit as security for circula- 
tion has increased since March 14, 1906, 
from $244,611,570 to $342,160,770, or $97,459, 
200, and national bank circulation shows

FLORIDA SUPREME COURT 


Nine Decisions Handed Down by 
High Court Yesterday. 
Tallahassee, Fla., April 1.—(Special.)-»

Madison county, that dogs are property 
in Florida; that they are taxable, and

Track Hand Crushed at 
fs Scene of Recent Wreck 
on Southern,

Toccoa, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—This 
morning.-another life. was lost at the 
scene of the wreck on the Southern rail- 
way, which occurred on March 23, just 
a little over a week ago, about 4 miles 
west of Toccoa.

Recently the alleged mania of the la- 
dies has taken the form of a belief that 
they have heen exposed to the insults of 
the entire city, the male population, par- 
ticularly, pursuing them. This, the ladies 
alleged in a letter of protest to the city 
council tonight, in spite of the fact that 
“they are not beautiful, nor rich, nor do 
they dress handsomely.” 

Yesterday the ladies addressed a letter 
to Judge T. M. Norwood, of the city 
court, asking protection, claiming that 
they had appealed in vain to the mayor 
and other city authorities. They said 
they were willing to fight any one man 
who would not right their wrongs, but 
that they could not fight an entire city 
of 65,000. The threats, but thinly veiled 
‘in the communications, are doubtless re- 
sponsible for the arrests. 

For a long while the eccentricities of 
the ladies have been noted, but it was 
not thought likely that they would ever 
attempt or threaten violence. 

Their alleged wrongs consist in no more 
than the “guying’’ they recelve from 
children in the streets. The ladies are 
about 40 or 4 years old, and are known 
to everybody in Savannah and to many 
elsewhere in the state.

Those in attendance had little idea of 
reaching a conclusion when they camé 
together. It was simply a convention of 
the members of the two committees for 
the purpose of interchanging opinions. 

The plans drawn and presented were 
not minute in their details. They were 
the initial ideas presented generously by 
Curran Ellis, one of Macon’s most prog- 
ressive and successful architects. Than 


Mr. Ellis, there are few Maconians who. 


are more deeply interested in this audi- 
torium, and none have given more freely 
of their time, 

The concensus of opinion indicated the 
"ecessity of a visit to Washington in or- 
der to consult with the government of- 
ficials. It was made quite plain during 
the meeting that this auditorium will not 
be a2 makeshift. And it was shown that 
it is not the intention of the auditorium 
promoters to provide the structure at the 
expense of the national government. 

It was apparent that a sufficient amount 
ef money is in reach* to secure a building 
which will be a finished product when the 
postofiice officials and workers here move 
‘into it. Thon it will be a building sub- 
stantial and permanent enough to become 


the home of the Macon postal service 


forever and a day. 

The committeemen separated thorough- 
ly pleased with what transpired and will 
convene at the call of Mayor Smith. So 
far no definite plans have been arranged 
for the official visit to Washington, 
neither has any time for that visit been 
suggested. The committee will act when 
it thinks best. 

“The structure we contemplate,” said 
Mayor Smith tonight, “will be an orna- 
ment to the state. It will be large enough 
to accommodate every national presiden- 
{ial convention, to say nothing of all state 
conventions. Who knows but what his- 
tory may repeat itself. Presidential con- 
ventions have. been held in the south. 
Baltimore entertained a convention, and 
so did Charleston. In Montgomery and

MADE FULL CONFESSION 
UF BOTH CRIMES 


County Policemen, in Arresting Al- 
leged Train Wreckers, Find 
Three Members of Bold 
Gang of Boy Bur- 
glars. 


Five white youths were locked up in 
Tower early yesterday morning on 
the charge of attempted train 
wrecking and burglary. The young pris- 
oners made a full confsesion to the ar- 
resting officers, County Policemen Dun- 
bar and Cheshire, and the story they tell 
the facts gathered by the police

youngest of whom is only ll years of 
age, had plotted and carried out a dar- 
ing burglary, armed and ready for mur- 
cor as well as theft, and after the bur- 
Si they deliberately planned and made 
arrangements to wreck a passenger train, 
murdering men, women and children for 
the purpose of gaining a few dollars. 

The alleged young brigands now in the 
Tower are Willie Lively, aged 12; Willie 
Burge, aged 12; Sam Burge, aged 17; Wil- 
lie Wells, aged 11, and Tom Burns, aged 
18. The Burge boys are sons of Matthew 
Burge, who is now ill on Ashby street; 
Willie Lively’s father is a carpenter and 
resides on Curran street; Willie Wells is 
a son of a city officer, who resides in the 
fourth ward; Tom Burns is the leader of 
the gang, and it is doubtless his work 
that led the other boys into crime, 


Implicated in Two Crimes, 

It seems that four of the boys 
implicated in the burglary, Willie Lively 
having had nothing to do with it. Three 
of the boys were in the attempted train 
wrecking, and they were the three “Wil- 
lies,’ Wells, Burge and Lively. . 

It was Sunday night, March 15, that a 
night watchman notified the county police 
that the store of S.\K. Rossignol was 
being burglarized. Officer Dunbar an- 
swered the call alone and when he reach- 
wd “the store he saw that a gang of. bur- 
ylars. were there and at work. One of 
the burglars stood sentinel with: a gun 
in his hand; two others were in the store 
handing goods out to the fourth. Dun- 
bar got the drop on the sentinel and made 
aim throw down his gun and surrender. 
The other three burglars flied in the dark-

‘ness Dunbar carried hig prisoner to the 


Tower. The young criminal gave his 
name as Tom Burns. 
Search was kept for fhe other three 
young criminals, but they could not be 
located. 


Officers Were Wanted. 

Tuesday night County Policemen Dun- 
bar and Cheshire received notice over 
a telephone that they were wanted at the 
station of Ellen N., 5 miles from the city. 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
They rode to the station on their horses 
and found Section Boss Greggs guarding 
three white boys whom he alleged had 
tried to wreck a.passenger-train. The 
boys had been seen to act suspiciously 
and th®y were watched and followed to a 
mile beyond the station. Here they piled 
a lot of spikes on the track. In a short 
while a westbound passenger train was 
Gue to arrive. Greggs removed the spikes 
and caught the boys, who tried to run. 
He locked up his prisoners in a shed at 
the fertilizer works and had the officers 
telephoned for. 


Fourth Burglar Caught. 

It was at once ascertained that two of 
the boys, Willie Burge and Willie Wells, 
were in the gang of burglars. From them 
the policemen obtained a full story of the 
gurglary at Rossignol’s store, and regeiv- 
ed information that Sam Burge was the 
fourth burglar and was hiding at his 
home on Ashby street. 

Yesterday morning Sam Burge was ar- 
rested at his home before he had time to 
‘eave and this completed the work of the 
Cfficers. ’ 

The five prisoners were seen at the 
‘Tower last night ‘by a representative of 
The Constitution. 

Willie Wells admitted that he was con- 
nected with the burglary and said he 
was led into the crime by Tom Burns and 
Sam Burge. . 

‘‘Me and Willie Burge stood outside and 
took the goods while Sam Burge and Tom 
Burns staid inside and handed the stuff 
out to use,” said the boy. 


One Sullen and Silent. 
Willie Burge corroborated all that Wil- 


llie Wells said. 


Willie Lively denied any connection with 
the burgary, but admitted he was one of 
the three who laid the spikes on the rail- 
road track. He denied, however, that 
they meant to wreck a train. He said the 
spikes were made of wood and not iron. 

Sam Burge said he was “at and about 
the store’ when it was burglarized, but 
he would not state what part he took in 
the crime. He tried to put the burglary 
on the two smaller boys. 

Tom. Burns sat in his cell sullen and 
quiet. When the jailer lit his candle, he 
blew it out. He flatly refuse@ to say 
anything about the case except to exclaim 
roughly: 

“If anybody says I-was in that store 
tuey tell a dam lie.’’ 

The boys charged with -the burglary 
have already been indicted by the grand 
jury. The case of attempted train wreck- 
ing against three’ of the young prisoners 
will be taken before the grand jury later.

Movement on Foot To Extend 
Nav gation 


Southern, Railway and City of Au- 
gusta May Be ‘Forced To Put 
Draws in Bridges Over 
Savannah or Raises 
Them. 


Savannah, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)\—A 
hearing will be held during this month at 
Savanneh before Captain C. E. Gillette. 
of the United States corps of engineers, 
touching the question of an-extension of 
navigation on the Savannah river. 

Various interests at and above Au- 
gusta have petitioned the war depart- 
ment to have four bridges that span the 
tiver at that city either elevated or 
equipped with draws. 

“These petitions will be sent on to 
the ‘war department at Washington,” 
said Captain Gillette today, “and, if the 
prima. facie evidence is such as, in the 
cpinion of the department te justify it, 
a hearing will be ordered, to be held in 
my Office at Savanrah, prohably during 
this month. The city of Augusta and the 
Southern Railway, the owners of the 
bridges, wilt In the ‘event the hearing Is 
ordered, be notified, in order that they 
may appear, if the so desire, to contro- 
vert the claims of, the petitioners.’’ 

Three petitions are before Captain Gil- 
iette. That of Albert J. Twiggs shows 
that he is the owner of’ rock quarries 
three. miles. above Augusta, on the South 
Carolina bank. Between the city wharf 
and the quarry there are tive feet of wa- 
ter in tre channel of the river at the 
low stage. Upon this steamboats could 
ply, the petition recites, were it not that’ 
tour bridges, two belonging to the South- 
ern Railway Company and twce te the city 
of Augusta, intervene. These are not 
high enough for stcambcats to pass un- 
derneath, aor have they draws that can 
be lifted. 

Mr. Twiggs’ petition sets forth that 
small boats and lighters have to be em- 
ployed to transport the rock from the 
quarry to the city wharf, and he prays 
that it be ordered’ by the war depart- 
ment that the bridges be elevated or Rave 
draws put in. One of the Southern’s 
bridges, it is alleged, has been practically 
abandoned, and should be removed, as 
it is a menace and an obstruction. 

The petition recites that there are nu- 
merous industries located between the 
city wharf and the quarry that would be 
benefited through the extension of navi- 
gation and these industries are named. 

Leonari Phinizy, lesq., is the attorney 
representing Mr. Twiggs in the matter. 
Mr. Pihinizy is also representing the 
Southern Transportation Company, a 
corporation whose petition shows that it 
operates a line of steamers on the Sa- 
vannah river; that the river is navigable 
to Augusta and a point two miles above, 
to Warwick milis; that Riverside mills 
have a wharf, but have to use boats cr 
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carts to reach the city wharf, where 
goods have to be loaded or unloaded for 
tbe steamboats; that the bridges obstruct 


' navigation, and that if the bridges were 


elevated or equipped with draws, the 
Riverside mills would be relieved of the 
necessity of using lighters or carts to 
reach the steamboats’ wharves. It shows 
that the petitioner Jould be the gainer 
through obtaining more business and that 
the shippers wculd be relieved of unnec- 
essary expense. 

George R. Stearns’ petition, as president 
of the Riverside mills, recites the same 
conditicns. as the other petitions, and 
shows that freights via the Savannah 
river are from’ to 30 per cent cheaper 
than by rail, and that Jit is of great im- 
portance to the Riverside mills to get the 
full benefit of river transportation and its 

‘ities. 

2 oe ee attaches the affidavits of 
Maurice Walton, James B. Waiker, Al- 
tert J. Twiggs and W. B.. Brigham, 
showing that they are acquainted with 
the river. and that it is navigable some 
distance above Augusta's city wharf;

TD FINE CLOTHS 
MILLS WILL TURK 
Cotlon Manufacturing in sulh 
Will Be Changed, 


-_- oe 


Prominent Manufacturer States That 
Southern Mills Will; Ultimate- 
ly Control the Fine Goods 
Market as Well as 
Coarser Grades. 


Spartanburg, S. C., April 1.—(Special.)— 
A prominent cotton mill man of this city, 
in discussing the future of the cloth mills 
in the south, said: 

“The story of the cloth mills of New 
England is being repeated here in the 
south. The New England mills began on 
coarse cloth, such as is now manufac- 
tured by the southern mills, and grad- 
ually they began running on the finer 
grades, until today most of the finest 
cloths are made in the north, while the 
coarse is made in the. south. 

“The cloth business in the south will 
undergo a species of evolution. Natural 
causes at work will gradually cause to 
spring up in the south mills manufactur- 
ing finer grades of cloth until the time 
arrives when the cloth made in the south 
will] compare favorably, as a whole, with 
that made in the north in point of fine- 
ness. 

“There is no reason, as far as I can 
see,”’ continued the speaker, “why the 
north should have any advantages over 
the south in this line. Labor here is 
cheaper, fuel is just as cheap, the raw 
material is right at hand, and the only 
possible disadvantage might be said to 
lie in the fact that the largest market 
for fine cotton goods is yet in the 
north.” 

A well known New York paper con- 
tains the following par aph: 

‘In behalf of the cotton mills‘ in New 
England, it can be said that they are 
working against great odds. In the pro- 
duction of coarse and heavy fabrigs they 
cannot compete with the southern mills, 
where wages are lower, where the ex- 
penses of living are lower and freight 
charges are lighter. The northern mills 
are, however, able to hold their own in 
the production of the finer cottons, but 
how long this will last depends upon the 
actions of the southern manufactur- 
ers.’’

Convenes on Monda 


Will Be First Meeting Since Passage 
of Law Making Commission 
Elective and Policy To Be 
Inaugurated Is of 
interest. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 1—(Special.)— 
The Alabama railroad.commission meets 
Monday and the meeting promises to be 
one of the most important in the history 
of the commission in this state. 

It will be the first monthly meeting 
held under the new Alabama railroad 
commission law, whieh gives the raflroad 
commission of Alabama increased pow- 
ers to control and regulate railroads in 
this state. ‘ 

Under the new law the commission is 
elective instead of appointive, and the 
Guestion whether the commission will 
choose to exercise its powers in an ar- 
bitrary way and take up the fight of cer- 
tain business men of Birmingham that 
has been waged against the railroads for 
nearly two years past is a very live one 
just at this time. 

It is urged that the commission must 
pursue an aggressive policy against the 
railroads or a policy pleasing to those 
who think the railroads have not always 
been just to the people and to the busi- 
ness interests of the state if they expect 
to secure the approval and indorsement 
of the people in the election to be held 
two years hence. 

On the other hand, there are those 
who say that there is no trouble existing 
between the railroads and the people in 
this state, and there is no necessity for 
the commission to make a fight on the 
railroads 

“The commission has never issued an 
order,’’ said a prominent railroad man 
today, “that the railroads have not car- 
ried out, and carried it out in good 
faith.”’ F 

A number of important questions will 
come before the commission next Mon- 
day, but the most important question 
yet considered is that of fixing the freight 
rate on grain and hay, which will not 
come up till a month later, at the meet- 
ing in May. 

The commission is now getting up facts 
and figures showing a comparison of the 
fates on grain and hay in Georgia 
and other states with those rates 
charged in Alabama. The commis- 
sion discovers that Alabama is paying 
largely in excess of Georgia on these 
commodities. For instance, the rate on 
the Central of Georgia for grain and hay 
in car load lots for 10 miles is 5.6 per 
hundred pounds, while in Alabama the 
rate is 11 cents in car load lots for 10 
miles. 

An effort will be made to change the 
rates on hay and grain In this state, and 
this may be but the beginning of a vig- 
orous attack on existing freight rates. 

The members of the railroad commission 
disclaim any intention of making any 
war upon the railroads, while the rail- 
roads are contending that they are not 
discriminating against Alabama in freight 
rates and that when the time comes 
they can fully establish this fact. 

At a recent meeting of the executive 
committee of the Farmers, Merchants 
and Laborers’ Association of Alabama, 
held in Birmingham, it was decided to 
press the Alabama railroad commission 
to establish the same laws relative to 
freight rates in this state that are in

and urging the immediate passage of 
the legislative bill to permit New York 
city to construct and operate a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant. 

According to this dispateh, the “res- 
olution declared that “the high-handed 
methods, exorbitant charges and the 
inferior service of the several lighting 
companies have become well nigh un- 
bearable.” 

This action of the New York board 
of aldermen is of significant interest 
to the other cities of the country— 
and especially to Atlanta just now. 
New York city is now paying $146 
per annum for arc lights of 2,000 can- 
dle power, with the cost of incan- 
descent lights in proportion. These 
exorbitant rates have been put upon 
the city by a trust, which has been 
formed within the past five years, and 
which controls all electric and gas 
plants in the borough of Manhattan. 
Even in territories outside of New 
York, where there has been no actual 
consolidation, the business has been 
“apportioned,” so that there is abso- 
lutely no competition; prices remain 
fixed at the highest rate possible and 
all improvemert in the utilization of 
the two illuminants is retarded. 

The companies, which seem to main- 
tain an independent existence, refuse 
to bid against each other in certain 
districts. As a result, New York pays 
$146 per year for its arc lights, while 
Chicago—which operates its own 
plant—pays only $53.51 for the same 
lights. All other charges are in pro 
portion; as, for instance, for gas 
lamps with incandescent mantles New 
York pays $11.50 additional, while Chi- 
cago pays only $2.40. 

In a recent number of The Engin- 
eering’ News, which paper was quoted 
by The Constitution in this connec- 
tion yesterday, and which is a leading 
authority on all matters of this na- 
ture, Mr. R. G. Monroe, commissioner 
of water supply, gas and electricity 
for the city of New York, and Mr. C. 
F. Lacombe, engineer of surface con- 
struction in the same department, 
furnish some highly interesting facts 
and figures in connection with New 
York’s lighting problem. 

Both of these gentlemen, experi- 
enced as they are in the subject of 
municipa] lighting, unhesitatingly de- 
clare for municipal ownership of light- 
ing plants. Indeed, they seem to feel 
that the attitude of private corpora- 
tions has forced this upon the city. 
But, aside from the matter of cost, 
Mr. Monroe declares that the city can 
gain better results and greatly im- 
prove the service by operating its own 
lighting plants. 

It is easy to understand why New 
York city is paying more than twice 
and nearly three times as much as it 
ought to pay for its lights when one 
reads Mr. Monroe’s statement as to 
how the various companies were con- 
solidated. 

The original capitalization of the 
nine companies which now form the 
New York lighting trust’ ; (including 
both stock and bonds) was $30,214,100. 
When the companies consolidated 
stock to the amount of $45,200,000 and 
bonds to the amount of $40,138,000 
were issued—making total securities 
to the amount of $85,338,000 issued on 
properties that were worth barely 
more than a third of that sum. 

In other words, the consolidated 
companies were forced to earn near- 
ly three times as much in interest and 
dividends as was formerly required, 
and to do this they are obliged to 
charge nearly three times as much 
for lights as they should charge. Is 
it any wonder New York has rebelled 
against such highway robbery? 

Mr. Lacombe, in his article on the 
Same subject, presents some impor- 
tant estimates on the saving by mu- 
nicipal ownership. 

New York now uses 3,876 lamps of 
2,000 candle power at $146 per year, 
costing $565,896, and 872 lamps of 900 
and 1,200 candle power, costing $120,- 
480 per year. A total lighting bill of 
$686,376 under the present contract. — 

Taking the average price paid by 
sixty-eight other cities of the United 
States ($58.60 for 2,000 candle power 
lamps and $81,08 for 1,200 candle pow- 
er lamps) the same service should 
cost $414,115. In other words, New 
York city is paying $272,261 a year 
more than it should pay for its lights 
—more than the same service is cost- 
ing On an average the other cities of 
the country. 

The above is on a basis of private 
contracts. Taking the average cost 
of lightS under the municipal owner- 
ship system as a basis ($66.45 for 
2,000 candle’ power lamps and $56.84 
for 1,200 candle power lamps), Mr. 
Lacombe estimates that, New York 
could, by operating its own plant, se- 
cure exactly the same _ service as 
above at a total cost of $379,252. 

Here, then, is a saving through the 
municipal ownership system of $307,- 
124. Instead of a lighting bill of $686,- 
376, at as present, the bill is cut al- 
most in half. 

Surely, these are significant figures. 
‘They are doubly convincing, in that 
neither of the gentlemen above quoted 
have taken the extreme of either 
proposition for making their esti- 
mates. On the contrary, they have 
chosen the average cost under both 
systems as a basis for drawing conclu- 
sions. For instance, they might have 
made a much more astouding showing 
had they taken the lowest price paid 
for lights by other cities as a com- 
parison with the New York price. In 
that case, instead of being $88.60 
under the contract system it would 
have béen $60—as in the case of 
Evansville, Ind., which contracts for 
its lights at that price. And instead 


of being $66.45 under the maaan 


Yereraaye , Associated Press dis- | 


in the case of Columbus, Ohio, which 
furhidhes its’own lights at nat fig- 
ure. . 

The Constitution is deeply . impress- 
ed with the idea that. the Atlanta 
councilmen and aldermen should go to 
the very root of this subject and by 
so doing save Atlanta annually thou- 
sands of dollars in its lighting bills. 
The Constitution has attempted to 
throw as much light on the situation 
as it could, but there is a great deal 
more to be said. 

The thing to do is to carefully con- 
sider the experience of other cities, to 
observe the remedies they are apply- 
ing to it, and see if we may not profit 
thereby. This electric lighting prob- 
lem is a comparatively new thing with 
all of us. We will know more about 
it in time. But at least one thing has 
been learned—we have been paying 
much more for lights than some other 
cities of similar size and gituation, 
and Atlanta is entitled to as good a 
rate as any other city of the same 
size in America—otherwise, what of 
Atlanta’s boasted enterprise? 

Wesleyan’s New President.

In Dr. Byrd 
they have found a man who combines 
splendid executive ability and inde- 
fatigable energy, with fine scholarly 
attainments. Indeed, had the trustees 
of Wesleyan searched the entire coun- 
try—and they did have the entire 
country to select from—they could not 
have found a man more thoroughly 
fitted for this important work. 

Wesleyan has always been fortunate 
in the selection of its presidents. She 
has chosen them from recognized 
leaders of the great denomination un- 
der whose jurisdiction it is—and in 
doing that it would be well nigh im- 
possible to’ make a mistake. Her re- 
tiring president, Dr. Roberts, has been 
most successful in his administration 
of the affairs of this noted college for 
women: the enrollment having been 
largely increased, the already magnifi- 
cent buildings enlarged and improved 
and the standing of this, the oldest 
female college in the world, still 
further added to. 

It would almost seem that Georgia 
has never known the time when her 
“Wesleyan girls” were not the choic- 
est blossoms in her rosebud garden 
of women. They are to be found today, 
their number reaching into the thou- 
sands, among the daughters, mothers 
and grandmothers of this and other 
southern states. 

Dr. Byrd, should he accept the hon- 
or which hag been conferred upon 
him, will step into a most important 
‘trust. To fill the place once filled by 
Dr. Bass, whose blessed memory is 
today revered by so many good wo- 
men throughout the south, is no mean 
ambition; and Dr. Byrd, as well as 
old Wesleyan, are to be congratulated 
upon his election to the pfesidency of 
that institution. 


~ 
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Having It Brought Home to Them. 

It would seem that our northern 
friends are occasionally having the 
“race problem” brought home to them. 
There is nothing like getting acquaint- 
ed with a problem that you are trying 
to solve—and the north has been do- 
ing all the solving of the race problem 
so far. True, it has been doing it at 
long range, so to speak; but now that 
the problem is getting up close’ to 
them, where they can put their hands 
on it and fee] it, our northern friends 
will be in a position to act more in- 
telligently in the matter—though they 
may change their views some. 

A special from the good city of 
Brooklyn, the city of churches, in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, told how tie 
race problem is being brought home 
to at least a few northern people. It 
appears that the residents of a fash- 
ionable Brooklyn residence’. section 
object so seriously to the opening up 
of a branch of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association for negro wo 
men at 280 Carlton avenue that they 
held an indignation meeting—in the 
rooms of the Brooklyn Republican 
Club, at that—and registered a strong 
protest against this negro invasion. 
It was also suggested that while this 
matter was being agitated it might 
be a good time to take some action 
to get rid of a negro family living in 
the same section of Carlton avenue. 

One indignant citizen even went so 
far as to declare that the use of rope 
and shotguns should be resorted to 
if necessary. 

Would you believe it? And all this 
in Brooklyn—the city of churches, the 
home of Henry Ward Beecher. 

But that is not all. In The New 
York Tribune, the high priest and 
mouthpiece of republicanism, we find 
a highly interesting communication 
from a lady of Mount Vernon, N. Y.— 
within the very shadow of the metrop- 
olis. This lady, Mrs. G. Hunt, makes 
complaint that the six or seven hun- 
dred negro citizens of that town, and 
numbering about 110 families, are con- 
fined for places of residence to about 
twenty-five houses—all of them badly 
located, poorly constructed and unsan- 
itary. The writer goes on to say: 

The reason for this condition of affairs 
is that landlords do not wish to iet 
their houses to colored people, and they 
are, therefore, obliged to reside in dwell- 
ings which could not easily be rented 
to white people. * * * 


To overcome the prejudice which com-: 
pels the colored people to live in these 
insanitary houses under conditions so un-' 


favorable to decent living is, perhaps, 
impossible; but why might there not be 
in Mount Vernon an industrial home, 
where colored girls could be taught to

But let them 
be brought into direct contact with 
the same conditions that exist here— 
even to a very small degree, as is the 
case in Brooklyn and Mount Vernon— 
and they act just as we do about it. 

’ The mistake the north makes ip this 
whole negro problem is in not treating 
it as the south treats the Chinese 
problem. The south has sense enough 
to know that it is a problem for the 
people of the Pacific states, who are 
directly involved in it, to solve for 
themselves. We realize that it is not 
our affair and that anything we might 
have to. say on the subject would 
simply tend to make matters worse. 
The people of the north would display 
more sense if they would assume the 


‘Same attitude toward the south’s ne 


gro problem. 

But the Brooklyn and Mount Ver- 
non incidents are valuable as showing 
that. Caucassian instincts will out, 
whether it be north or south of the 
Mason and Dixon line, in California or 
anywhere else on God’s footstool.

New Officers of Soldiers’ Home 
Are Chosen, 


E. H. Thornton, of Atlanta, Made 
_ President Pro Tem. and Chair- 
man of the Finance Com- 
mittee — Home Is in 
Good Condition, 


Judge H. W. Bell, of Jackson, was yés- 
terday elected president of the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home to succeed Judge W. 
L. Calhoun, resigned. 

E. H. Thornton, of Atlanta, the new 
member of the board appointed in place 
of Sudge Calhoun, was elected president 
pro tem. and was appointed chairman of 
the finance committee. The local work 


in behalf of the home, especially so far 
as relates to finances, will devolve largely 
upon Mr. Thornton. 

These elections took place yesterday at 
the regular quarterly meeting of the 
board of trustees, which convened at the 
home at 10 o’clock. Judge Bell has been 
a member of the board of trustees since 
it was first appointed. He has mani- 
fested a deep interest in the home and 
has worked hard in its behalf since its 
establishment was first proposed. Mr. 
Thornton is a well-Known financier and 
an ardent veteran, and the financial con- 
trol of the home could not be in abler 
hands. 

The board, by unanimous rising vote, 
elected Judge W. L. Calhoun an honorary 
member and invited him to be present 
Judge 
Calhoun, who was present, thanked the 
members heartily for their expression of 
esteem, saying he had always been de- 
voted to the home and would do what- 
ever was in his power to further fits In- 
terests in the future. 

Finances and Inmates. 

The report of President Bell, who was 
president pro tem., but acted as president 
after the resignation of Judge Calhoun, 
showed the affairs of the home to be in 
cood condition. He called attention to the 
fact that five of the tnmates had died 
since the January meeting. The home now 
has ninety-two inmates, of whom eighty- 
five are in the building and seven are 
away on leaves of absence. 

Since the home was established there 
Wave been 16 men admitted to it. Of 
these, ninety-two are now on the Tolls, 
sixteen have been discharged principally 
at their own request, twenty have left 
the home at various times without per- 
mission, two have been expelled and 
thirty-six have died. Twenty-one of the 
inmates have been admitfed since the 
January meeting. 

The report of the treasurer, Dr. Amos 
Fox, showed a balance on hand of $384.97. 
He will soon draw the second quarter’s; 
allowance on the present year. The ex- 
penses of the home for the last three 
months have, been something over $1,200 
a month, showing that ft requires a total 
of about $45,000 a year to keep the institu- 
tion going. 

Through an advertisement in The Con- 
stitution, Captain W. H. Harrison, secre- 
tary of the home, secured two. invalid 
*hairs for paralytics at the home on the 
morning of the day the advertisement 
appeared. These were donated to the 
1ome, one by William Hurd Hillyer and 
the other by Mrs. J. ©. Olmstead and 
Mrs. J. C. King, and the trustees passed 
resolutions thanking the donors. 

On account of the bad weather that has 
prevailed no gardening has yet been un- 
dertaken at the home. The superintend- 
ent was instructed to employ an addi- 
tional murse to wait on the decrepit “men 
in the home at night. Arrangements were 
made to fit up a medicine room of the 
surgeon. 

Work on the Grounds. 

Mrs. Morgane chairman of the commit- 
tee on soldieqs’ home for the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, notified the board 
that arrangements had been made with 
Captain Donaldson, of the county convict 
force. to grade the road around the home 
grounds as sdon as the work on the 
present Grant park road is completed, 
and also to set out shrubbery and flowers 
which have been sechred. This will add 
much to the attractiveness of the grounds 
around the home. Assistance in this work 
will be given by the landscape gardener 
at Grant park. 

The thanks of the board were tendered 
to Hooper Alexander for a Jersey cow 
presented to the home. The trustees say 
they will be glad to secure other dona- 
tions of this kind, as they are badly 
needed.

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OMPTROLLER GENERAL W. A. 
WRIGHT had a new feature of the 


franchie tax question presented tc 
him yesterday and one which was cal- 
culated for the moment to stagger some- 
what. It is an exact reversal, it would 
appear, of the principle he has laid down 
for arriving at the value of a corporate 
franchise for the purposes of taxation. 

The case in question was brought to 
the attention of the comptroller general 
by President A. F. Daley, of the Wrights- 
ville and Tennille Railroad Company, an 
important line something over 100 miles 
long and connecting Tennille on the Cen- 
tral with Wrightsville and other points 
in that section of the state. 

As has been stated the comptroller 
general decided that the method to be 
pursued at the value of a franchise, was 
to subtract from the market value of all 
the outstanding stock and bonds of a 
corporation, the value of its physical 
property, and the difference would be 
the value of the company’s franchise. 

President Daley stated he had noted 
this fact in the papers, and that he want- 
ed to present the case of his road to the 
comptroller general. 

The Wrightsville and Tennille railroad, 
he told him, has no bonds on it, and the 
amount at which its physical property 
is now returned for taxation exceeds 
the market value of its outstanding cap- 
ital stock by $150,000. 3 

“How would you arrive at the value 
of a franchise under your plan in a case 
like that?’ was the poser that President 
Daley put to Comptroller General 
Wright. 

The comptroller general admitted that 
this was a very unusual case, but said 
he had expected something like that 
would come forward in the case of small 
railroads which have no outstanding 
bonds, 

In spite of the fact that the physical 
property of the road is returned at an 
&mount so much greater than its capital 
stock, the comptroller genera! still thinks 
the road has a valuable franchise, and he 
will confer with Attorney General John 
C. Hart with regard to the matter.

Wi. CONPERITE 


County Commissioners Discuss 
at Length Proposition of City, 


Clifford L. Anderson Criticises Ac- 
tion of Recorder in Imposing 
Fines on Defendants Who 
Should Be Bound 
Over. 


« 


The plea of the city to the county that 
it cooperate more filly with the city in 
the improvement of thoroughfares inside 
the city imits was again before the board 
of county commissioners, at its regular 
meeting yesterday morning, and after 
much discussion pro and con that body 
finally took action looking to the accom- 
plishment of the @esired end. 

On motion of Commissioner John B. 
Goodwin the public works committee of 
the county was instructed to consult 
from time to time with the public im- 
provement committee of the city in re 
gard to such joint work as might be 
deemed advisable. The county maintains 
that it is already cooperating with the 
city and vigorous opposition was offer- 
ed to a committal on the proposition 
urged by the city. Although the board 
rendered it possible for the city and 
county to get together on the public im- 
provement problem, ‘the city was in 
formed that the county is already pledged 
to do work that will not be completed for 
more than a year. 

Criticism of Recorder. 

During the discussion, Commissioner 
Clifford L. Anderson oriticised the re- 
corder’s court, declaring that numbers 
of offenders against state laws are there 
fined instead of being bound over to the 


gent to the county chaingang. He said 
that if these prisoners were punished with 


the county would thus be enabled to do 
more work inside of the city. 

“It is not my intention to say any- 
thing that would reflect on Recorder 
Broyles,” said he, “for he is my friend 
and I believe he is doing what he thinks 
to be right. But, then, I must state 
that the recorder is not cooperating with 
the county by his method of fining people 
charged with offenses against state laws. 
In numbers of such cases the prisoners 
are merely fined instead of being bound 
over to the state courts where they can 
be given terms in the county chaingang. 
The county would thus be given more 
convicts for the prosecution of public 
improvements and we would have in- 
creased means for doing work inside of 
the city limits.” 

The question wag ®rought Defore the 
board by City Councilman W. H. Ter- 
rell and Alderman C. H. Girardeau, both 
of whom were members of the special 
committee that appeared before the com- 
missioners a short time ago. Councilman 
Terrell presented sevéral petitions for 
street work which had been filed with the 
city council, and asked the cooperation 
of the county in the work requested. 

Sewer Extension Discussed. 

Councilman Terrell made an argument 
in favor of cooperation and stated that 
if the proposed bond issue is successful 
the city will also want the cooperation 
of the county.in the matter of extending 
the sewerage system. Commissioner An- 
derson etated that a year ago he sug- 
gested to the sewér committee of the 


operate in the extension of sewers by 
furnishing one-third of its total corps of 
convicts for five years if necessary. 

Commissioner Ande:son made a strong 
speech in opposition to the county com- 
mitting itself on the question of cooper- 
ation in street improvement work. He 
expressed himself as being perfectly will- 
ing to cdoperate with the city, “as the 
county has been doing In the past, and 
to do all of the work possible inside of 
the city, but he di@ not think the county 
should commit itself to such a proposi- 
tion as was advanced by the city ag to 
the matter of working such streets as 
were named in the petitiong offered by 
the councilman. He further declared that 
the city receives the full benefit of every 
dollar it pays into the county treasury 
and offered figures and other arguments 
to prove his assertion. The discussion 
was lengthy, all of the commissioners 
and Alderman Girardeau taking part. 

The board. also took action putting ft- 
self on record as favoring the working 
of felony convicts from Fulton county 
with terms of ten years and under on the 
county public roads. Commissioner Hu- 
bert L. Culberson asked that the board 
take action on this matter at the re- 
quest of Representative J. M. Slaton. The 
disposition of the state convicts will be 
before the legislature at its next session 
this summer. 

Some of: the commissioners favored 
working al! state convicts, including life 
term prisoners, on the county roads, but 
this met with opposition. Superintendent 
T. J. Donaldson, of the county public 
works department, stated that he could 
take care of all state convicts of the 
county ehould they be worked on the 
roads. 

New Building an “Outrage”’ 


Chairman Rosser brought up the mat- 
ter of the repairs that are being made 
on the new court house annex and this 
called forth a severe denunciation of that 
job of work. Much criticism was hurled 
at the contractor, both the workmanship 
and material in the new building being 
characterized as faulty and the work as 
a whole as an outrage on the county. 

The chaiyman stated that he would con- 
fer with the county attorney to ascer- 
tain if the cnunty could recover dam- 
ages from the contractor. Each member 
of the board expregsed himself as will- 
ing to back a suit if it is thought it 
would avail anything.

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Building Records for Mc.th and 
Quarter Are Broken, 


Building Inspector Pittman Issues 
a Statement of What Has Been 


Done by the Contractors 
Which Shows Fiat- 
tering Conditions. 


Atianta ‘s preparing to break another 

record in the matter of building this year. 
The records for March show that both 
in the number of permits and the value 
of buildings erected under the figures of 
March, 1902, were exceeded, while the 
records in the office of Building Inspectur 
Pittman show that both in the number of 
permits and in the value of buildings 
erected, the statement for the first three 
months of 188 is much more pleasing 
than the statement for the corresponding 
quarter of 1902. 
During the month which ended Tuesday 
evening Building Inspector Pittman is- 
sued 278 permits and the estimated value 
of the buildings erected under them ag- 
gregates $175,353. During March, 1902, 243 
permits were issued for buildings with an 
estimated aggregate value of $112,453. 

During February of this year 221 per- 
mits were issued for buildings with an 
estimated aggregate value of $147,544, 
white during the corresponding month of 
last year 176 permits were issued, the es- 
timates of valuation aggregating $116,121. 

During January of this year 200 per- 
mits were issued, the aggregate value of 
the buildings being $110.52, and during 
vanuary, 1902, 179 permits were issued for 
buildings whose estimated values aggre- 
gated $118,363. 

January of this year is, therefore, the 
only month that is at all behind. More 
permits were issued this year, but the 
buildings were not of such value as those 
erected under permits grantea during 
January, 1902. 

The records for the quarter show that 
during the first three months of this 
year 9 permits have been issued by 
Building Inspector Pittman for buildings 
which have an estimated aggregate val- 
ve of $433,422, while during January, Feb- 
rvary and March of 1902, o¥8 permits were 
issued for buildings with an estimated 
aggregate value of $346,919. 

During this year, therefore, 101 more 
permits have been granted than during 
the corresponding months of lest year 
and the estimated value of the buildings 
erected this year is $30,503 greater than the 
value of thuse erected during the first 
three months of iast year.

President Roosevelt Pardons 
W. A. Walker, Convicted of 
Embezzlement. 


; 

Washington, April 1.—The president has 
pardoned W. A. Walker, convicted in the 
northern district of Georgia of embes- 
zliement of posta] funds while postmaster 
and sentehiced on December 2, 190, to pay 
a fine and to be imprisoned for six 
months in jail. After the sentence was 
imposed the court suspended its execution 
until the May term, 1903, in order to 
permit the defendant to apply for a par- 
don, for the reason that the court offi- 
cials believe from facts which came out 
subsequent to the trial] that the defend- 
ant had nothing to do with the loss of 
the money, which occurred at the time 
of a fire. Nine of the jurors signed state- 
ments to the effect that they would not 
have found the prisoner guilty had they 
known the facts as they have since devel- 
oped. The attorney general recommend- 
ed a full and unconditional pardon, which 
the president granted. 

The president commuted, to expire to- 
day, the sentence of Bdward Grant, alias 
Edward Guerrant, who was convicted be- 
fore United States District Judge Henry 
C. McDowell, of the western district of 
Virginia, for contempt of court, and 
sentenced October 9, 1902, to imprison- 
ment for eight months in the Washing- 
ton county jail at Abingdon. The facts 
are briefly that Grant was a labor organ- 
izer of the United Mine Workers and 
was adjudged by the court guilty of con- 
tempt in disobeying an order of the court 
by endeavoring to interfere with and in- 
timidate employees in one of the coal 
mines. The attorney general recommend- 
ed a commutation on the ground that the 
punishment of eight months’ imprison-

10) to 125 of all the white blind children 
in the state. The school has room for 
all, if parents or guardians could be in- 
duced to let these unfortunates come. 
This echool is entirely for whites, and it 
is the third in size in this county. There 
is. under the same management, a schoo! 
for negro blind and deaf mutes and at 
this there are 170. This is also a large 
and well equipped institution. 

The number of state convicts has de- 
creased to 850, a falling. off of 600 in the 
past twenty years. Of these 200 are em- 
ployed on the state farm on the Roanoke 
river, and there are only 132 In the prison 
proper. Brick making !s again to be 
made a feature of labor within the prison, 
Heretofore the brick have been hand- 
made, but now machinery is being in- 
stalled and in three weeks will be in 
operation. 

The date of the commencement at the 
State Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
lege here is May 27. There are to be some 
new features of the exercises. 

‘Today there was a conference here re- 
garding North Carolina's patricipation 
in the St. Louis exposition, Governor Ay- 
cock, Commissioner of Agriculture Pat- 
terson, State Geologist Holmes and Colo- 
nel J. H. Averill being among those 
present.

SHIP TRUST AMENDS CHABTER 


£o That It May Make Contracts with 
Governments. 

Trenton, N. J., April 1—The Interna, 
tional Mercantile Marine Company, the 
great transatlantic ship combination, 
which was incorporated last October, 
with an authorized capital stock of $120,- 
000,000, today filed papers amending its 
original charter.

New Haven, Conn., April 1.—The differ- 
ences between the trainmen of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Com- 
pany and their employers were amicably 
settled late this afternoon.

LATE SEASON TC FARMERS 


Alt Work Delayed on Mississippi 
Plantations. 

Jackson, Miss., April 1.—(Special.)— 
Farming operations in Mississippi gener- 
ally promise to be later than for many 
seasons past, owfng to the unusually 
large amount of rainy weather, and the 
protracted length of the flood season. 

Corn planting will not be well under 
way until the middie of April, and only 
a small percentage of the cotton crop 
will be in the ground at that time, while 
the bulk of the acreage is not likely to 
be planted before the first of May.

The Union Pacific, or ‘Harriman inter- 
est, in the Southern Pacific is represented 
by Messrs. Humphrey, Maxwell and 
Evarts, and the Keene, or minority 
stockholders’ interest, by Senator For- 
aker and Messrs. Lauterbach, Treadwell 
and Wilson.

This suit is 
trought on Talbot J. Taylor's stock, 
which is not included in the pool'and it 
ls entirely on behalf of Talbot J. Tay- 
lor as a firm and has no reference to 
the pool stock. Mr.Keene never authorized 
any one to offer his individual stock or 
his pol stock for sale, nor did Mr. Tay-~- 
lor, and no one was authorized to offer

The $75,000,000 of the 
stock of the Union Pacific road were 
supposed to be in the possession of the 
Mercantile Trust Company as trustee for 
the bondholders.

Affidavits Filed by Harriman. 

New York, April 1—The affidavits in 
the answer of the Southern Pacific Com-

Union Pacific deny that the Southern Pa- 
cific is operated mn the interest of the 
Union Pacific. The most important of 
the affidavits is made by E. H. Harri- 
man. In it he sets forth that a mutual 
friend of ‘himself and .-Edward Lauter- 
bach told him (Harriman) that James 
R. Keene répresented a pool’ holding 170,- 
000 or 175,000 shares of Southern Pacific 
and that Mr. Keene himself held about 
70,000 shares; that they contemplated ac- 
tion which, says the affidavit, ‘would 
make us a great deal of trouble... , 
unless we purchased said shares from 
them; that he would sell the pool Shares 
at about 70 and his own shares at about 
78." “Mr. Harriman declares he replied 
that he would not be forced by fear into 
anything that would be adverse to the 


pinterests of the generab body of the sto¢k- 


holders of the Southern Pacific. 

Otto H. Kahn, of Kahn, Loeb & Co:; a 
director of the Southern Pacific, says in 
& sworn statement that Edward Lauter- 
bach told him there were only two ways 
to avoid hostile proceedings, either to 
buy the holdings of the Keene pool at 
the price of dbout 70, or to start the pay- 
ment of dividends on the stock at a rate 
of not less than 4 per cent per annum. 

Other affidavits by J. Kruttschnitt, 
fourth vice president and general man- 
ager; J. C. Stubbs, third vice president, 
and other officials are presented to show 
that the Southern Fkaciiic is operated’ in 
the interest of its stockholders and not 
for the benefit of the Union Pacific. 

William Mahl, the comptroller, filed an 
affidavit appended to which are tables 
showing earnings, expenses, etc., of the 
different lines since the Union Pacific’s 
interest was acquired as compared with 
previous years. -It appears. therefrom 
that, as compared with the year ending 
June 30, 1900, the gross earnings of the 
Central Pacific line in 1901 increased 4.29 
per cent, whereas the earnings of the 
Other lines of the Southern Pacific in- 
creased 8.51 per cent, and for the year 
1902 the earnings of the Central Pacific 
increased 4.46 per cent, while the earnings 
of the other lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific increased 7.88 per cent. 

Mr. Harriman’'s affidavit relates that in 
the autumn of 1901 ° Edward Lauterbach 
introduced David Lamar to him (Harri- 
man), and that Lamar said he had 
friendly relations with James R. Keene, 
a large stockholder in Southern Pacific, 
and that Mr. Keene was contemplating 
Some action against the management of 
the Southern Pacific. : 

“He (Lamar) stated that he would like 
to work with me,”’ continued Mr. Harri- 
man, “‘and that if I would make an al- 
liance which would be of some advan- 
tage to him he had such influence -over 
Mr. Keene that he could induce him not 
to instigate any adverse action against:

In the autumn 
of 1902, Mr. Harriman ‘says, he was in- 
formed that ‘“‘Edward Lauterbach and 
Talbot J. Taylor would make pone for 
us unless we settled in some Way with 
them.”’ 

Mr. Harriman says he had an inter- 
view with a mutual friend of his and 
Mr. Lauterbach, and this friend, who is 
not named, “explained to me that Mr. 
Lauterbach had said to him that Mr. 
Keene represented a pool holding about 
170,000 or 175,000 shares and that. Mr. 
Keene himself held about 70,000 shares; 
that they oontemplated action which

THE PASSING THRONG. 
The city of Jacksopville has made great 
strides since the fire and [8 now a beau- 
tiful as well as busy place, according to 
Rev. J. C. Solomon, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to Florida. In speak- 
ing of his visit to Jacksonville he said; 

‘“Thére are only about four ostrich farms 
in the United States, two of which are 
located in Florida, one in. Jacksonville 
and the other at Palm ,Beach. There 
are about a hundred ostrichs in the Jack- 
sonville farm. 

‘They grow to immense size—some of 
them &ttaining as high as 40° pounds. 
Seventy years is the life of this bird. 
Should one die its companion grieves, and 
never mates again. They lay many ¢ggs 
@ year and always in the deep sand. The 
ostrich egg is about as large as thirty 
common hen eggs, and is generally 
hatched” out in the incubator. The bird 
may be bought in South Africa for 
from $200 to $500. There is then $600 export 
duty on the bird, besides tMe transporta- 
tion, which makes him vety costly prop- 
erty. The farm was started with thirty- 
eight birds and at a cost of many thou- 
sands of dollars. All died except six. 
From these Rave sprung a host of rich 
and rare specimens, 

“T saw one of the noblest birds on the 
race track. It required two men to har- 
ness and fasten him to a ight wheeled ve- 
hicle. He was blindfolded while being 
‘hitched up’ to prevent him from kicking. 
He kicks forward and fhe blows he 
makes with his feet are terrific. It was 
highly interesting to see one of the men 
remove the hoodwink and the other leap 


into the buggy with reins in hands and. 


shout to the mighty bird as he would 
lash him with the whip, ‘Go on!’ At this 
the strange racer made a dash down the 
smooth, straight track, and like a marsh 
hare he cut the gir and the people looked 
on and wondered. 

‘Hardly less interesting was the horse- 
back performance.

PHILIPPINE CURRENCY ACT 


. Fe 
Action Taken Looking te Carrying 
‘Out Its Provisions. . 

Washington, April 1.—Colone] Edwards, 
chief of the bureau of insular affairs, to- | 
day issued a circular announcing action 
looking to carrying out the Philippine 
currency act. 

It invites subscriptions for $3,000,000 of 
the certificates of tndebtedness of. the 
governm of the Philippine islands, to 
be issued in coupon form, in the denomi- 
nation of $1,000, dated May 1, 1938, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 4 per cent, 
payable quarterly, and to be redeemable 
in one year after date of issue in gold 
coin of the United States at the office 
of the Guaranty Trust Company, of New 
York, depository of the funds of the Phil- 
tppine islands in the city of New York. 
These certificates are exempt from the 
payment of all taxes. 

The secretary of the treasury author- 
izes the statement that these certificates 
of indebtedness will be accepted by the 
treasury department as security for de- 
posits of the public money of the United 
States in national banks.

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HER BALKANS 
Albanians in Revolt, lying 
Reform Scheme of Powers, 


At Mitrovitza the Rebels and the 
Turkish Garrison Engaged in a 
Bloody Conflict — Heavy 
Reinforcements Sent 
by Sultan. 


Constantinople, April 1.—Details of the 
disturbances in “North Albania shows 
‘that the revolt which has broken out 
there against the reform scheme of the 
»owers {s a very serious disturbance. 

Several thousand armed ‘Albanians sur- 
rounded the town cf Vuostoon on the 
Mitrovitza-Uskub railroad March 29 and 
demanded the surrender of eleven Ser- 
vian gendarmes who had been enlisted in 
accordance with the reform plans. The 
governor surrounded the Servians, who 
were bound and taken to the prison after 
having been maltreated. A number of the 
Servian inhabitants and bands of Al- 
banfans later surrounded Mitrovitza and 
seriogs fighting ensued with the Turkish 
rarrison, consisting of three thousand 
‘roops. The fighting continued’ until 
March 30, when the Albanians finally 
were repulsed with great loss. 

Heavy reinforcements have heen ofr- 
dered from the vilayet of Aidin, Asia 
Minor, and other places to the scene of 
the outbreak order_to suppress the 
rebellion. 

The Albanian rising has caused a panic 
among the old Servians, who are fleeing 
toward Servia. A panic has occurred at 
Prilep in consequence of the growing 
fanatacism of the Albanians against the 
Christians. The latter have closed their 
shops and schools and are preparing to 
seek refuge at Monastir. Numbers of 
Christians have been murdered in the 
Prilep pistrict during the last few days. 
Considerable apprehension is felt at the 
Russian embassy for the safety of M. 
Stcherbina, the consul of Russia at Mit- 
rovitza. The outbreak made a great im- 
pression at the palace. The sultan was 
intensely exorcised and measures were 
immediately taken to watch the two Al- 
banian battalions belonging to the impe- 
rial guard on duty at the Yildiz Kiosk in 
order to prevent disorder at the palace.

STRIKERS REPRESENT 
VARIOUS OCCUPATIONS 


Over Five Thousand Men Are Out in 
Clicago—The Men Are Striking 
for More Wages and Also 
for Shorter 
Hours. 


. 


Chicago, April 1.—Five strikes, involving 
over 5,000 men, were inaugurated today 
in addition to the spreading of that of 
the tanners and curriers which ‘began 
yesterday with 300 men out. Two thou- 
sand of the latter refused te go to work 
today. Lake vessels are tied up by @ 
strike of marine firemen, oilers and wa- 
ter tenders. to enforce a demand for 
$52 a month until October and $60 there- 
after. Five hundred tilers demand rooms 
in which to work in lieu of using their 
homes as a workshop. Excavating team- 
sters demand an increase of 25 cents a 
day and called a strike in all business 
where the union scale is ‘not paid. Steam 
fitters numbering 700 declined to work 
pending the settlement of a demand for 
4.50 a day, an advance of 50 cents. 

The threatened strike of the bridge 
and structural iron workers was averted 
by the acceptance of a compromise of- 
fered by the employers of 50 per cent. 
They asked 60 cents. 

Ten Thousand Miners Out. 

Terre Haute, Ind., April 1—Ten thou- 
sand bituminous miners in Indiana are 
on strike today, but the operators and 
miners’ lead\'s believe a settlement will 
be reached before many hours through 
the influence of John Mitchell, who will 
confer with the operators. The operators 
contend the miners should accept last 
year's contract, changed only to include 
the %-cent price for mining instead of 
87, as agreed on by the interstate confer- 
ence, and that they should be satisfied 
with that increase. 

Fifteen Hundred Men Quit. 

Shamokin, Pa.; April 1.—Fifteen hun- 
dred‘then and’ bbys Went on strike at the 
three collieries owned by individual oper- 
ators here. today because the owners 
wanted them to go to work-a half hour 
later than at present and take a half 
hour more time for dinner. At’ another 
colliery 300 men struck because the own- 
ers would not add another shift to their 
two shifts of firemen on account. of the 
eight-hour labor day., 

About Five Hundred Strike. 

Oswego, N. Y., April 1.—One hundred 
and sixty carpenters and'300 laborers went 
on strike today for an eight-hour day, 
with no reduction in wages. 

Plumbers Want Increase. 

Shamokin, Pa., April 1.—The plumbers 
and tinsmiths of the International union 
went on strike today for a 10 per cent 
increase and a nine-hour workday. 

Bricklayers and Masons Quit. 

Sharon, Pa., April 1.—-The bricklayers 
and masons went on strike here today 
and, as a result, building operations are 
partially tied up in Sharon and South 
The strike was caused by the 
contractors refusing to grant the demand 
of the men for an: eight-hour day at 
$4.50. 

" Painters and Paper Hangers. 

Saratoga, N. Y., April 1.—Three hundred 
painters, paper hangers’ and decorators, 
masons and plasterers inaugurated a 
strike today for an increase in wages 
and a decrease in hours. 

Cooks and Waiters Out. 

Denver, Colo., April 1.—The union cooks 
and ‘waiters rejected the ultimatum of 
the Restaurant Keepers’ Association, re- 
quiring them to return to work this morn- 
ing at the old wages. The employers 
are endeavoring to reopen their piaces 
with non-union help. The grocery em- 
ployees, the meat cutters and the bakers 
are expected by the cooks and waiters’ 
union to refuse to handle provisions for 
boycotted restaurants.

There are some members of. the 
faction still in the church, but it was 
Stated last night at the conclusion of 
the meeting: that there will be further 
withdrawals.

The course, which !s 15 kilometers long, 
is known as being most dangerous. It 
runs around sharp corners along the cliffs 
of LaCorniche (the name given to the 
road. leading. from Nice to Genoa). It was 
covered by the last year’s winner under 
seventeen minutes, 

Seborowski's friend, Baron de la Sage, 
was acting as the former’s chauffeur. The 
latter was also prominent in social and 
automobile world. His wounds were at 
first. believed to be fatal, but after the 
baron had -ben carried to a hospital and 
examined the surgeon did not pronounce 
his injuries .necessarily mortal. 

'  $Seborowski’s Death. 

The accident occurred during one of the 
trials along what is known as the Corniche 
stretch. Just at the moment the vehicle 
reached an abrupt angle the car struck a 
small rock in the pathway, causing a sud- 
den swerve, which precipitated the two 
men against a wall. Saborowski appears 
to have struck head first, as his skull was 
smashed in by the violence of the shock. 
Although = the baron was also hurled 
against a wall, he did not strike on his 
head. Seborowski, who expected to cover 
the course in fifteen minutes, had a ma- 
chine weighing a. thoysand pounds. He 
leaves a widow.

| Seberowski’s chduffébn Gied tonight of 
injuries he received when he was thrown 
from the car. The witnesses of the start 
of the race say that Seborowski showed 
considerable nervousness while awaiting 
his turn, he betng thé fifth starter. The 
accident occurred at the first turning 
of the road. The shock was terrific and 
Seborowski was shot from his car and 
struck the wall beside the road with his 
head, about 6 feet from the ground. He 
fell to the ground dead, with his arms 


outstretched. Baron. De Pallange was 
thrown to the Teft. 

Count Seborowski’s wife was awaiting 
his arrival at the finishing point. chat- 
ting gaily. with friends, without display- 
ing any anxiety regarding her husband's 
delay in arrival. Baron Caters broke the 
news to her. At the same instant that 
Count Seborowski and Baron De Pallange 
met their death, at another point on the 
road, the chain of. Baron Gasteau’s aufd- 
mobile broke and the car was overturn- 
ed against the rocks. “The baron and his 
chauffeur were thrown out and received 
severe bruises.

STALWART 1S WANTED * 
BY STONE AND CARMACK 


They Say Only a Man Who Has 
Been True to the Party Should 
Be Nominated — Morgan 
' Cares Nothing for 

Regularity,

Washington, April 1—(Special.)—The 
discussion of possible @andidates for the 
democra@ic nomination for the presidency 
goes on apace in spite of the evident 
unwisdom of talk at this time. Demo- 
cratic leaders here in Washingten have 
been expressing their views quite freely 
concerning possible candidates and possi- 
ble platforms. While there might be said 
to be pretty general consensus of opinion 
with regard to the issues likely to be 
prominent in. the next. presidential con- 
test, there is a wide difference of opinion 
over the possible nominee. 

The discussion has served principally t to 
show that a good many men in both fac- 
tions of the democratic party are what 
might be called irreconcilable. While all 
express themselves as desiring party unity 
first and foremost, some of the talk of 
some of those who have been interviewed 
indicates a spirit which would seem to 
contribute to the prevention of reconcilla- 
tion rather than to that harmony which 
each man professes to desire. On the 
one hand there are men who were earnest 


in their support of the democratic ticket 


in 1896 and 1900 who jre outspoken in their 
declarations that no man who did not 
support. the ticket is. wanted for leader 
either as a presidential candidate or minor 
capacity. On the other hand, sonte of 
the men who did not support-the demo- 
cratic ticket in those years seemed dis- 
posed to decry every man who did support 
the ticket. 

The net result’ of all this ‘cannot be 
anything else than strife. Some of these 
gentlemen do not seem to’ realize that 
the first need of the democratic party, 
if- it hopes ‘to get eontrol of the govern- 
ment, is a very substantial addition to 
the number of persons willing to vote 
the democratic ticket. One would sup- 
pose from some of the talk that the 
democratic party has so many votes at 
its command that it can afford to dri*e 
a lot of voters away from it. 

In a recently published interview in the 
Washington Post Senator Bacon pointed 
cut the unwisdom of the discussion of 
men at this time and the necessity for 
the party récognizing the politicai con- 
ditions that exist and shaping its cam- 
paign so as to draw to the support of 
the party a great number of people in 
all parts of the country who are dissatis- 
fied with“ the republican party on the 
trust-tariff issue. That interview has 
been warmly commended by conservative 
democrats who are anxious for party 
success. 

Interviews which have appeared with 
Senator Stone, of Missouri; Senator Car- 
mack, of Tennessee,, and Senatdr Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, have also attracted al- 
tention. Each of these gentlemen takes 
up the question of the presidential nomi- 
nee and in that connection has something 
to say about party platforms. The in- 
terviews are too lengthy to be. repro- 
duced in full here, but I have thought a 
synopsis of each might be interesting as 
showing the trend of democratic thought. 

Senator Stone makes as a ground work 
of his interview the declaration that the 
democratic candidate for president must 
be a democrat who has always supported 
his party ticket. 

Senator Carmack declares that no man 
will be nominated next year who did not 
support the ticket in the last two presi- 
Gential contests. 

Senator Morgan declares he would not 
care whether the vresidential candidate 
was a “regular” or a “bolter.” 

Senator Stone, of Missouri. 

‘No democrat, who is a loyal party man 
will repudiate his party platform while 
it stands for to do that would be to re- 
pudiate the party itself and that in turn 
would mean a withdrawal from the 
party,’ says Senator Stone. The Mis- 
souri senator does not believe -that the 
democratic party its in any need of re- 
organization. “Some men may need re- 
organizing, but the party does not,” says 
Senator Stone. Continuing Senator Stone 
says that while the election of party can- 
didates of the highest importance as in 
this way only can party purposes be ap- 
plied in practical administration, yet “un- 
less our party candidate, if elected, should 
be a loyal democrat in active and gen- 
uine sympathy with his party and would 
strive to administer his Office og demo- 
cratic lines. we would be*wurse 0& with 
him than without him. 

“It would be suicidal folly,”’ he gson- 
tinues. “to commit our organization to 
the hands of men whose fidelity to the 
organization or the party is questionable. 
Therefore. I assume that only loyal party 
men will be selected to cogtrol tae or- 
ganization.” 

Senator Stone draws a distinction be- 
tween questions of principle and ques- 
<ions of policy in his discussion of tna’ 
platform. He enumerates as certain great 
well known and well defined principles 
for which the democratic party has al- 
ways stood, the following: The principles 
of representative government, personal 
and equality of privilege and 
right. He indicates that the tariff and 
the money question are questions purely 
of public policy to be judged in the light 
of these democratic principles. 

While he says that the national plat- 
form must remain the authoritative ex- 
pression of party purpose as long ag it 
remains unchanged, he says every dem- 
ocrat undonbtedly has the right to advise

I don’t see why the government 
can’t enact a law saying that men and 
corporations who combine to monopolize . 
and raise the price on the government at 
a certain place are amenable to punish- 
ment. Now guppose the government says 
this: That any person or corporation 
that produces or transports any article 
that is used by the government and en- 
ters into any combination to monopolize 
or forestall the market at any place 
whatever, shall be Hable to the pains and 
penalties of the Sherman act. To my 
mind to pass a law of that kind woujd be . 
to stop all monogply. The governments 
business is always to take care of itself, 
and that is just what it does when-it 


‘prevents the monopoly forestalling of ar- 


ticles that are bought for the use of the 
government. It is as simple as two and 
two make four.’ 

With regard to the provision in the 
Kansas City platform providing for a 
declaration of our purpose to give the 
Filipinos independence, Senator Morgan 
Says he would favor dropping it. “We 
have acquired that country and hold it 
at enormous cost, and it is all nonsense 
to be making promises to a lot of fellows 
like those Filipinos about being inde- 
pendent. Suppose we were to pledge our- 
selves that in 196 we are to dissolve 
our relations with the Philippines and 
let them fly off into space, or even that 
‘at a suitable time’ in the future we 
will do a thing of that sort: that when- 
ever we find that they are qualified. in 
our opinion, for independence. we here- 
by pledge ourselves that they shall be 
emancipated from the power of the Unit- 
ed States and have the privileges. for 
instance, that Cuba possesses. Then we 
would bulld up in that country a party 
which would be for ever and ever trying 
to bring about that result.

Rome, April 1.—Although no official 


confirmation has yet been received, the | 


news that King Edward VII will visit 
Rome at the end of April has produced 
a great impresion at the vatican. The 


* ceremonial initiated by the German em- 


peror forms a precedent for the proce- 
dure which may be adopted on King Ed- 
ward's visit. The rule is for non-Catho- 
hic sovereigns to leave the quirinal and 
go to the residence of their representa- 
tive at the holy see, whence, from the 
meutral ground they can proceed to the 
vatican. 

King Edward, like the shah of Persia, 
has no repregentative at the holy sec. 
The vatican proposed to the shah. that 
he should start from the residence of 
another diplomatist, but this the shah 
refused to do. <As it is impossible to 
make the same proposal to King Ed- 
ward, all the diplomacy of the vatican is 
being brought into play to secure an in- 
terview between the king of England and 
Pope Leo. 

It ie remembered that the pope sent 
@ special mission to the accession of 
King Edward, a courtesy which his maj- 
@sty returned by sending the earl of Den- 
bigh as a special envoy to the papal jubi- 
lee.

Mexico City, April 1—President Diaz 
opened congress tonight in the presence 
of a brilliant audience, including many 
visiting Americans of distinction, invited 
for the occasion. 

Speaking of the decision against Mexico 
by The Hague tribunal] tin the matter of 
the Pius fund, President Diaz said that 
although the decision was adverse to 
Mexico, & served to demonstrate before 
the world that there are peaceful means 
tor gettling international questiogs. 

The measures recently taken in the fed- 
eral district for regulating the retail liquor 
traffic have given satisfactory results, 
since cases of intoxication and crimes 
have diminished notably. 

Much espace is given in the message 
to educational matters, in which a steady 
improvement was seen, 

The mining industry continues making 
solid progress. New mining titles have 
been granted to the number of 2,247 in 
the first half of the ¢urrent fiscal year 
and four new metallurgical establishments 
have been contracted for the states 
of Hidalgo, Chihuahua and Sonora. Much 
progress is noted in irrigation and hy- 
draulic works. 

During the past six months the railway 
lines in the country have increased by 
406 kilometera and the total iength of the 
railways of the country is now 17,756 kilo- 
meters. 

The total number of federal postoffices 
is now 2,254. There is a steady growth 
{in the amount of postal matter trans- 
ported. The international postal order 
service shows a notable ingrease, as also 
is the increase in telegraphic communi- 
cations. 

The condition of the federal treasury 
has been satisfactory during the present 
finance year. The products of customs 
collections and international stamp taxes 
have grown steadily as compared with 
the previdus period. 

The country has been, in general, pros- 
perouh, although there are a few slight 
clouds which cast a shadow on the fu- 
ture. The rapid and continuous depre- 
ciation in the value of the white metal 
since 1901 threatens to cause eventually 
even in the opinion of the most optimistic 
disturbances: outweighing all advantages 
derived from the rise in foreign ex- 
change. This and the knowledge that 
other nations using silver as a monetary 
basis meditated changes in their cur- 
cency systems incited the executive to 
seek, the cooperation of the United States 
being already assured of the aid of China 
for the purpose of the joint study of this 
important matter and to bring about 
a fixed relation between gold. and silver 
among the countries employing these dif- 
ferent standards. Our ideas have received 
a welcome in the United States. At the 
same. time a large commission has been 
appointed here to study the question pure- 
ly from a local standpoint in order tu 
define the policy which would best suit 
eMxico as regards the employment of 
silver in his curency, quite independently 
of what may happen @ the course of 
international negotiations.

General Corbin Preparing 
Order for First In- 

spection. ;

Washington, April 1.—(8pecial.)—Secre- 
tary of War Root today promulgated an 
extremely important general order to the 
militia. organizations of all the states 
and territories. Secretary Root has di- 
rected that the commanding generals of 
the various geographical military depart- 
ments shall designate such number of ex- 
perienced officers of the regular army 
as may be necessary to inspect all the 
organized militia of states and territo- 
ries tying within the limits of the re- 
spective commands. 

These inspections, Mr. Root states in 
his order, ¢re made with a view to ob- 
‘taining certain necessary information 
precedent to the execution of the provis- 
fons of the militia act. The work will 
be completed without delay, and it Is 
ordered that the departm@nt commanders 
will immediately communicate with the 
adjutants general of the respective stateg 
and territories within their departments, 
with a view to arranging all of the 
details as to’ dates and plates of the 
various inspections; the number of in- 
spectors necessary and the arrangements 
of their itinerles; the character of infor- 
mation desired, including certified returns 
of several organizations which should 
be prepared and submitted to the in- 
spectors upon dheir arrival at the ren- 
dezvous. 

Secretary Root says: “Concentration 
of regiments and battalions ‘composed of 
scattered companies need not be made 
where it would impose expense to the 
individual or the state.” 

Duties of the Inspectors. 

The inspectors of the regular army will 
determine the strength of the vatious 
militia organizations, including a classifi- 
cation of the officers and men present 
and absent, ag shown by the official) re- 
turns, together with a report as _ to 
whether or not all the officers and men 
are regularly enlisted. They will make 
returns to the war department showing 
all United States rifies and carbines on 
hand with all attachments and equip- 
ments and ammunition. A return will be 
made showing all United States standard 
service magazine arms with bayonets 
and euch other necessary equipments, as 
have been issued since December 1, 19@l. 
It will be the duty of the inspectors to 
furnish the war department with esti- 
mates showing the number of United 
States standard service magazine rifles 
and carbines, with bayonets, bayonet 
scabbards, gun slings, bells, and such 
other accoutrements and equipments, 
including sabers, pistols and horse equip- 
ments as are prescribed for the regular 
army of the United States, that will be 
required for arming and equipping the 
militia organigzation.: Reports will also 
be furnished the war department as to 
whether, in the opinion of the inspectors, 
the militia organizations are sufficiently 
armed, uniformed and equipped’ for active 
service in the field, 

Secretary Root is particularly desirous 
of ascertaining what militia organiza- 
tions have during the year ending June 
30, 1908, participated in practice marches, 
or have gone into camps of instruction 
at least five consecutive days and have 
assembled for drill and instruction at 
company, battalion or regimental arm- 
ories or rendezvous or for target practice 
not less. than twenty-four times and sha!! 
have been inspected at some time during 
the year under the authority of the state 
or territory by an officer of the militia 
or by an officer of the regular army. 


Men of Experience Preferred. 

The secretary of war has not as yet 
made any disposition of the various rec- 
ommendations which have been made to 
him by the governors of the states of reg- 
ular army Officers for duty with the mi- 
litia, 

It is believed that so far as possible 
the requests of the governors will be 
complied with, but there is some doubt 
whether officers as low a grade as captain 
will be detailed for this service. In some 
cases—in North Carolina, for instance— 
the request has been for a leutéhant. 
Governor Aycock has suggested a popu- 
lar young army officer who has been out 
of West Point only two years and who 
naturally has had very little experience 
of any character. 

The officers efi duty at the war de- 
partment are strongly opposed to the 
detail of men with so little experience 
as this, especially at a time when it is 
designed to give the militia much more 
thorough instruction than has been given 
it in the past. Heretofore the duties of 
the regular army officer assigned to the 
militia of the state has been largely orna- 
mental; now that the new militia law is 
to go into effect and the volunteer forces 
of the states are to be practically over- 
hauled, it is the judgment of officers of 
the army that the assignment should be 
made from among men who have had 
the experience of comanding regiments,

Congress authorized the detail of twen- 
ty officers on the fretired list of the 
army to this service.

Drder Restraining the Wabash 


Employees Is Dissolved, 


Judge Adams, of the Federal Court, 
Decides That the Allegations 
Made by Wabash Against 
Employees Are Not 
Well Founded.

St. Louis, April 1.—In the United States 
court Aoday Judge Ehmer B. Adams 
handed down a decision dissolving the 
injunction granted March 3 restraining of- 
ficials of the Brotherhoods of Locomotive 
Firemen and Railroad Trainmen and 
other labor leaders from influencing in 
any way or ordering the men employed 
on the Wabash system to strike. 

The temporary injunction had deen 
granted by Judge Adams on allé@gations 
made by officials of the Wabash system 
t the defendants were conspiring 
to interfere with interstate traffic and 
the transportation of United States mails. 
The decision dissolving the injunction 
was rendered at 10:50. 

in his decision Judge Adams first ana- 
lyzes the bill of complaint upon which 
the provisional restraining order was is- 
sued, showing that the gravaémen of the 
charge was that the defendants had én- 
tered into an unlawful and malicious con- 
spiracy to secure recognition. 

F. N. Judson, of St. Louis, especial 
counsel for the brotherhood, stated to 
the Associated Press that he and Colonel 
Wells H. Blodgett, counsel of the Wa- 
bash, were making efforts to bring all 
the parties interestéd together and that 
in his opinion an amicable agreement 
would be arrived at and there would be 
no strike. 

Colonel Blodgett, when seen after court, 
was apparently depressed by. the decision, 
When asked if an appeal would be taken 
he said: 

“it is too early to y now whether or 
not we will appeal. \That will be de- 
cided after the decision shail have been 
read.”’ 

Summary of Decision. 

in summing up the court says: 

“The court, after fully considering all 
the proof, finds that the statements of 
the dill of complaint to the effect that 
the employees were saisfied with their 
wages and conditions of service are not 
supported; that irrespective of the ques- 
tion whether the men or the committee 
of the brotherhoods representing them 
first suggested the increase’'of wages and 
change of rules, the employees them- 
selves, at and for a long time prior 
to the filing of the bill of complaint, were 
dissatisfied with their wages and condi- 
tions of service and a real difference of 
opinion existed between the railroad and 
a large majority of its employees, mem- 
bers of the brotherhoods, with respect 
to their wages and the defendants as 
officers and committées of the brother- 
hoods were fully authorized, both by rea- 
son of their official relations to theSe 
members and also by direct written au- 
thority, to represent them in the effort 
to secure higher wages and changed con- 
jitions of eervice and that the proposed 
strike instead of being officiously ordered 
by defendants was a result of a vote of 
the employees acting without coercion 
and directly authorizing the same.’’ 

The court found that the charge of con- 
spiracy to interfere. with the interstate 
commerce of the United States or the 
mail service of the United States was not

‘London, March 20.—If Whitaker Wright 
is anything of a philosopher, he must 
have been struck—on finding himself in 
the narrow confines of a cell in Ludlow 
Street jail, New York—with the special 
irony of his situation considering the fact 
that he is the owner of a residence in 
England which is accurately described 
by the much-abused word “princely.” The 
glories of “Lea Park,” Surrey, the 
residence in question, have been dwelt on 
more or less since the arrest of the for- 
mer chairman of the London and Globe 
company, but little or nothing has been 
said of the extraordinary manner in which 
Mr. Wright played the part of a Monte 


Crist6 in transforming a’ merely plic- 


turesque English house and estate into an 
enchanted palace set in the midst of a 
modern fairyland. 

The sum of a million and a half of dol- 
lars is said to have been the magic wand 
which the London financier waved over 
the place near Godalming as he found ft, 
but it was less the mere lavishing of 
money than the high-handed fashion in 
which the very natural features of the 
estate were made to undergo arbitrary 
changes that was /the remarkable part 
of Mr. Wright's transfiguration of his 
country home. He bought it about seven 
years ago, and immediately called in a 
small army of architects and contractors, 
whom he ordered to set five hundred men 
to work, planning in this way to carry 
out within a comparatively short time a 
programme that ordinarily would have 
taken at least twelve years to complete. 
Then it was that he began his metamor- 
phosis of the landscape. He took long 
walks over his broad acres, settling in 
his mind how he would improve on na- 
ture. Where there was a hill, say, he 
would decide to have a lake, giving or- 
ders that the eminence should be carted 
off and put somewhere else, and if there 
happened to be a chasm where Mr. 
Wright believed a grove would have a 


more picturesque effect, why the chasm 
had to be filled up and trees planted 
over it. 

He surpasged the Biblica] task by mak- 
ing two lakes where one gleamed before, 
and in the lakés he placed artificial 
islands. More, beneath the surface of one 
of these stretches of water, he built a 
sort of glass conservatory, the entrance 
to it being on land, so that on hot days, 
he and his guests could. bask in the cool- 
ness that lies under the water. For the 
other lake, too, he conceived a feature 
that Monte Cristo himself would have ap- 
proved. This ‘is a sort of cavern which 
one enters by boat through a rocky 
chasm. Then there are steps hewn out 
of the solid rock which lead to a hall 
that is a-glitter with Oriental ornaments 
and handsome statuary. Statuary is, in 
fact, a hobby of Mr. Wright's and a fea- 
turé of his Lea Park estate. One piece 
represents a gigantic dolphin carved out 
of a single block of marble. It weighs 
thffty tons, and, as no railway could 
carry it, was hauled to the Wright estate 
by traction engines. There is also a mag- 
nificent fountain, formerly one of the 
glories of an Italian palace. Whitaker 
Wright bought it in Italy and engaged 
several Italian sculptors on the spot to 
come to England and superintend its set- 
ting in place. 

The Lea Park mansion, over which the 
financiers handsome American wife pre- 
sides, is quite as wonderful as the rest 
of the property. Therein is a. private 
theater and also an observatory. The 
decorations of this pocket play house cost 
$75,000, while the value of its drop cur- 
tain is $10,000. The observatory is equip- 
ped with the latest instrgments, regard- 
less of cost. Mr, Wright's stables accom- 
modate fifty horses. The fittings of these 
buildings are of gun metal and cost $15,- 
000. Behind the stalls, for the benefit of 
those who wish to sit and look at the 
equipages, there is a continuous row of 
settees all in solid oak.

The same senti- 
ment was expressed at the hotels, where 
are quartered the few representatives of 
the officials of the trainmnt and firemen 
now in the city. Counsel for both sides

spent the afternoon in conference, but 
no agreement was reached. 

Judge Adams announced that court 
would be in session*‘and retain jurisdiction 
of the case, if desired, so that in the event 
of any molestation of or interference with 
interstate commerce or the mail service, 
all its lawful powers may be invoked 
to restrain the same, with the confident 
assurance that they will be fearlessly 
and effectively exercised.

Campbell, of New York, 


Famous Citadel of Quebec and Cha- 
teau Frontenac Involved—Total 
Amount of the Property 
Will Go Into the Sev- 
eral Millions.

Quebec, April 1.—(Special.)\—Claim to 
the ownership of the most valuable por- 
tion of the real estate of the City of 
Quebec is being laid by Mrs, Campbell, 
of DeKalb avenue, Brooklyn, New York, 
who is here for the purpose, and has 
been collecting evidence in support of 
her claim for overt a month past. Mr. 
Campbell, the husband of the claimant, 
who is one of the superintendents of ed- 
ucation in Brooklyn, and the author of 
several text-books for Catholic schools, 
came here several years ago to invest!- 
gate the matter, but found some missing 
links in the title to the property, and 
Mrs. Campbell has come on to press the 
Claim because of certain new facts which 
bave lately come to her knowledge. 

The property to which Mra, Campbell 
makes claim is worth many millions ef 
dollars. I@ includes the site of the fa- 
mous citadel of Quebec, with its elaberate 
| system of fortifications and the summer 
residence of the governor general of 
Canada, the Chateau Frontenas and Duf- 
ferin Terrace, the Place d'Armes and 
that portion of the city ‘known as the 
cape, including all the best and moat 
fashionable residential quarter ef Quebee. 

Mrs. Campbell's father was a Lam- 
bert, “and the Lamberts were ene of 
the leading families of the eld French 
noblesse in Canada. There is said ta 
undowbdted proof of the property in ques- 
tion having been granted by the king of 
France to one of her ancestors. It inelud- 
ed the site of the present French ecathe- 
dral or Roman Catholic basilica of Que- 
bec which was given for church purposes 
ty Mr. Lambert in the early part of the 
Ssevente2nth century. This donation 1s 
recognized by Mrs. Campbell, and is 
further attested by the fact that two 
pews which were set apart for all time 
for the Lambert family in the church 
are still reserved for their use. 

Claim Dlegal Confiscation. 

It is claimed that the Lamberts were 
dispossessed of their property by an act 
of confiscation on the part of the Brit- 
ish authorities Immediately after the con; 
quest of the country by General Wolfe, 
and there are said to be various reasons 
why the confiscation was illegal and 
must be remedied. In the first place, the 
treaty of Paris, in virtue of which alone, 
Great Britain has claim to the ownership 
of Canada, provided that the French in- 
habitants of the country were to be ieft 
in undisputed possession of their lands 
and other properties. Mrs. Campbell is 
also advised that even if the confiscation 
was legal, it should last only for three 
generations, and that she is now enti- 
tled to recover the property of her an- 
cestors. 

The story of the causes which led up 
to tthe alleged confiscation is quite ro- 
mantic. One Lambert dit Dumont, Mrs. 
Campbell’s great-great-grandfather, was 
commander of the forces of the king of 
France at Levis, opposite Quebec, at the 
time of the invasion of the country by 
Wolfe. Upon one occasion, according to 
the story which has come down in the 
Lampert family, a flag of truce was sent 
to Dumont, and he was told that great 
wealth would be his if he would play into 
the hand of the enemy by signaling 
when it was best for them to make their 
attack upon the camp. The signal was 
to be given by means of the burning of a 
faggot of straw affixed to a pole. Du- 
mont listened to the proposition only long 
enough to indignantly refuse it. 

Thousand Isles Involved. 

After the capitulation of Quebec, all 
Dumont’s property was confiscated as a 
punishment for his refusal to entertain 
the offer of the British. It is a singular 
fact that this same story, which came 
down to Mrs. Campbell from her father, 
jis still current in the Quebec branch of 
the Lambert family. A Miss Lambert, an 
old lady of ninety years, still residing 
kere, tells exactly the same. story, Mrs. 
Campbell has In her possession the mar- 
riage certificate of her ancestor, Lam- 
bert dit Dumont, which bears the signa- 
ture of de Vaudreuil, the governor of 
the colony, who was one of the wit- 
nesses. 

The property confiscated from the Lam- 
bert family ‘ncluded not only the most 
valuable property In the city of Quebec, 
but the ownership of the Thousand Is- 
lands in the river St. Lawrence as well. 
The proprietorship of these islands is to 
be tested at once as well as that of the 
property in Quebec. 

When Mrs. Campbell's husband was 
here about twenty-five years ago, he 
was shown a number of valuable papers 
bearing upon the confiscation of the prop- 
erty of the Lamberts. These have since 
disappeared, and it is feared that they 
were burned in the fire which some time 
} ago destroyed the parliament house of 

Quebec, and a number of valuable rec- 
ords as well. A memorandum in Mrs. 
Campbell’s possession shows that the 
box containing these papers was formerly 
kept in vault No. 37 beneath the old par- 
liament house.

Unless present plans 
are changed, they will leave New York 
on the 9th instant for Colon, and will 
remain on the isthmus fer several 
months. 

They will be accompanied by Major 
William M. Black, corps of engineers, 
who has just been relieved from com- 
mand of the post at Washington bar- 
racks, in order to serve under the com- 
mission, in connection with the purely 
engineering work of the canal project. 
Major Black is an expert in sanitary, en- 
gineering and one of his duties will be 
the execution of a plan for the improve- 
ment cof the sanitary conditions of the 
canal route. 

The proposed inspection of the canal 
works and route will be made entirely 
under the auspices of the existing cana. 
commission. The Panama canal com- 
mission, which will have charge: of the 
actual construction of the canal under 
the terms of the act passed at the last 
session of congress, will probably not be 
constituted until after the ratification of 
the canal treaty by Colombia.
